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THE 1980 SUMMER SESSION 
OCMMUNITY CXJLUEJGES 



Hiis report is a brief sunmary of selected data on students enrolled 
in the surrmer credit prograrns of six oamiunity colleges.! 

Souroes of Data • 

Most of the data cited in this report were abstracted f ran the Student 
Enrollment Reports (SERs) dated July 1, 1980. Data for these rejxarts were 
derived frcm student applications and class registration, Headoount enrollment 
figures in ncn-credit and ocranunity service programs (Table 1) , however, were - 
provided by the deans of instruction, coordinators of prograne and/or registrars' 
of the various canpuses.

Hi^ights 

!• Headoount Enrollment, All Students (Table 1) 

Enrollment in ^credit and non-credit programs for the surroer term total 
13,239. Of this figure, registrations in "other programs" nunober 
10,135 (77%) and 3,104 (23%) in "regular credit programs". Included in 
the count of "other programs" are registrations in such programs as 
Hawaii State Senior C3enters, job-experience, Kalihi-Palama Education 
Ctenter, etc. 

2. Selected Characteristics of Classified and Uhclassified Students 
(Tables 2 and 3) — - 

The enrollment of 3,047 regular students represents a 9% increase fron 
last siiiiner's enrollment of 2,807. Individual college enrollment figures . 
tSbCM that enrollment increased at five canpuses (ranging frcm ' 
4% to 160%) and remained stable at one caninis. 

a. Sex: Althojagh there are slightly more males than females . this * 
suomer (1,532, 50% coitpared to 1,502, 49%), a ocnparison with last 
sunroer's figures show that the n\jiiber of males decreased by 
9 students where^ the nvmber of female students increased by 
242. (Uiis is the first time the number of female students almost 
equalled that of male students.) 

Proggaw : 30% of the students were liberal arts majors; 28%, vocational 
majors; and 41%, unclassifed. Olie corparable figures last summer were 
35%, 31% and 33%, respectively. Individual canpus patterns differ 
\ markedly: the proportion of liberal arts majors ranged from 10% to 
50%; vocational education majors, from 3% to 42%; unclassified, frcm 
33% to (82%. 



sutmer session credit programs of the conmunity colleges are generally 
offered under the aegis of University of Hawaii, Manoa, Siawner Session Office. 
See Appendix A for the definitions of the terne used in this report. 
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Registration Status ; As in past surmers, "cxntinuing" stidents 
(1,941, 64%) conarise the bulk of the students followed by "transfer" 
' students (562, 18%) and "new"* or "first-tine oollege" students 
(359, 12%) . Further analysis of the 562 transfer students shows: 
(1) over half, 291, 52%, are transfers frcm within the university 
systan; (2) 19, 3%, are transfer students from other Hawaii institu- 
tiais; and (3) 143 or 25% are frcm Mainland institutions, v Particularly 
noteworthy is that transfers fxqm Manoa ramfcer 190, 88 of vAkot are 
attending Leeivard Gcmtunity College and 58, Honolulu Conrnmity College. 
The remaining 44 students are attending Maui Coranunity College (38) 
and Kauai Camunity Ctollege (6) . (Data on "last college attended" were 
missing for 109 transfer students.) 

Citizenship and Permanent l^jtce Address ; Vtell over 90% of the students 
are U.S. citizens with Hewaii State permanent heme addresses. 

Age: The mean age of 26.5 years is the lowest in five surtroers. 
Noteworthy is that the mean age of the sunrner session studaits is 
about 2 years older conipared to the regular students of the Fall 1979 
seiitester (24.8 years). - 

local Address ; Da^ for the Oahu caitpuses show that students are 
attending colleges near ptheir homes: 66% and 78% of the students at 
Honolulu and Kapiolani, respectively, had Honolulu local addresses; 
81% of the Leeward students and 96% of the Windward students live in 
the locality of their canpuses. 

Student Semester Hours; Regular credit students carry an average of 
4.1 .credits and are ^generating 12,485 student sene?.!-^ hours. ' (Last 
sumnoer, students avstaged 3,9 semester hours for a total of 11,030 
stud^t semester hours, ) TV»-thitds of the SSHs are in general 
education courses. 

Sunmary 

An increase (9%) in the nvmber of regular credit students is shown for 
the comnrtunity college system. Especially noteworthy is that female students 
increased both nxiBerically and proportionately, ooitpared bo previous years. 

A notable difference between the sunrner student and the regular semester 
student is age. Oonpared to the regular semester student (24.8 years old) , the 
smmier student is older (26.5 years old) by about two years.
